A Bed of Mushrooms.

heat; make out of this compost a bed 8 to 10 inches 
deep, pressed solidly; let the temperature recede until 
it reaches about 90 degrees, then plant pieces of spawn 
the size of a walnut in holes 2 or 3 inches deep and 
6 inches apart each way; cover the holes, pressing 
the dirt solid. At the expiration of ten days, cover 
the whole with 2 inches of fresh loam and over this 
spread 8 or 4 inches of straw, hay or litter; in about 
eight weeks the mushrooms make their appearance. 
If the surface becomes dry, wet with warm water. 
One brick of spawn will nlant 8 or 9 square feet.
